Text of the Lesson, Isa. lii, 13 to lili, 
12—Memory Verses, liii, 4-6—Gold- 
en Text, Isa, lili, 6—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Behold my servant, my righteous 
servant, lii, 13; liii,; 11). This is what 
we must ever and always do in this 
blessed holy week, which is all writ- 
ten’ by the Holy Spirit and is forever 
settled in Heaven (11 Tim. iii, 16; II 
Pet. i, 21; Ps, exix 89). Compare Isa. 
xlii 1; Matt, xii, 18; Zech. iii, 8. Hear 
John the Baptist’s cry, ‘Behold the 
Lamb of God!” and see Him in this 
lesson described as if Isaiah had been 
a real witness of His sufferings, 1 
am grateful to some one for calling 
my attention to the fact that these 
last twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah 
are divided into three nines, the first 
two ending with the statement that 
there is no peace to the wicked (xlviii, 
22; Ivii, 21). 

The lesson today is the middle por- 
tion of the second nine, and if we 
take the fifteen verses of our lesson 
as one portion, as we have a right to 
do, then chapter liii, 5, is the middle 
verse, What a great fact this is for 
us to ponder, that the middle verse 
of the middle chapter of the middle 
section of the last twenty-seven chap- 
ters of this great prophecy tells of 
His being wounded for our transgres- 
sions and that with His stripes we 
are healed. Here is the heart of the 
whole Bible and of all history, the 
one topic of conversation on the part 
of Moses and Elijah on the mount of 
transfiguration and the constant re- 
frain of the songs of the redeemed in 
glory (Luke ix, 31; Rev. v, 9). In 
I Pet. i, 11, we read that the Spirit of 
Christ in the prophets testified before- 
hand the sufferings of Christ and the 
glory that should follow, and it was 
this very topic that He Himself open- 
ed up in that walk to Emmaus on the 
afternoon of the resurrection day 
(Luke xxiv, 25-27). 

At least ten of our lesson verses tell 
of His sufferings (lii, 14; liii, 2-10);

men when he said: ‘The forces which 
are at work in England and if Can- 
ada to separate her by a Chinese wall 
from the United States, and to make 


band reaching from England around 
the world to England again by a 
system of preferential tariffs, will de- 
rive an impetus from the rejection of 
this treaty, and if we would have 
reciprocity with all the advantages 
that I have described, and that I 
will 
follow its adoption, we must take it 
up now, or give it up forever.” 


Since President Taft has spoken 
many others have reiterated his 
words. The Boston Commercial Bul- 


“As Canada is undoubtedly destin- 
ed to make as big industrial strides 
in the future as in the past decade, 
it is evident that ‘with the lapse of | 
time she will become less and less } 
desirious of renewing Hegotations | 
with the United States. The time, } 
therefore, has come for us to strike. | 
Shall we let the opportunity pass?”

American Economist observes :— 

“This is another way of saying that 
if we are going to cheat Canada in| 
a Free Trade reciprocity dicker we 
had best do it right now, because, 
if we wait too long, Canada will get!

ed. Is this fair or decent or is it 
merely a demonstration of Yankee 
smartness? The Canadians are not 
fools. They have developed their in- 
dustries under a Protective tariff and 


now have an industrial future. The 
time for us to strike passed long 
ago.” }

Minneapolis Journal echoing Mr. 
Taft’s New York speech in this 
fashion :-— 

“The Taft policy spells not only 
North American commercial union, 


but also the doom of the British im- 
perialistie unity, Too late, provided 
Congress acts, the British are awak- | 
ening to the value of the prize they} 
so fatuously rejected. Too late, if 
Congress rises to a level of ‘this, per- 
haps the greatest piece of statesman- 


dent since Thomas Jefferson annexed 
the West. “Today England is our 


best. But our foreign trade wanes, 


and that of Canada grows... If we 
push Canada into England’s arms, 
the trade arrangements between the 
two will tend more and more to shut 
us out,”

The forest of the eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains, set aside 
by the Dominion Government as 
tie Rock Mountain Forest Rer- 
erve, have a tremendous influence 

on the life of the provinces of Al- 

bertaand Saskatchewan. Not only 
ave they vauable for the timber 
supply, but their preservation pre- 
per manayement fmeens much in 
the way of reguing the flow of the 
streams {which issue from them. 

For use in irrigiation and the gen- 

eration of power it is desireable to 

a steady flow of water—not a tor- 

rent in spring, whiich becomes a 

dried-up stream-bed’ in summer. 

In thus equalizing the flow dfwater 

thejvalue of forests at the headwat- 

er sof streams is universally ack- 
nowledged. Of great importance to 
the agriculture of the prairies, too, 
is the regulation of the flow of the 
rivers so asto maintain the level 
of themoisture in the soil. |

Prok- 
ably seventy five per cent of the 
country has been burned over, In 
the north Caverhill estimates, 
eighty per cent of the country has 
been Daneel within the last fifty 
years-sixty per cent of this area 
within the past twenty. five years. 

The abundance of lodgepole piue 
(a near relative of the eastern jack, 
or Banksian pine) and poplar-on 
many tracks in the reserve is asign 
of fire having passed over them. 
Those trees are the first to spring 
up cn burued-over land and by their 
rapid growth they distance other 
trees and form the first forest. In 
the northern part of the region 
about'seventy-five per cent of the 
counry is covered with a forest of 
lodgepole pine unmixed with any 
other species. 

Of an area of eight hundrd squ- 
re miles covered by the “southern” 
party the ditsribution of the land 
areas as follows Timber, 9 per cent’ 
spruce and pine “poles” (a tree of 
pole size isone from four to eigth 
inches in diameter), 31 per cent;
